Considered in all 
its bearings the agricultural show of this 
vear'wifl be of vast importance, more so 
as to porinaiieiit results than tlie grand 
display wliioh is soon to be made on re- 
ee|)tion day. It slionlii be borne in mind 
that the character of tho ugrieultiiinl ox- 
hiiiiLs will, to a very great extent, mould 
the opinions and impressions not only of 
t\w Governor-General and his suite, bnt 
tho ninnorous pre.s.s correspondents that 
are sure to lie in his train, and the host of 
visitors that will Ib^ck here from Wash- 
ington Territory, Oregon and California.

spoken of. It is well .known that the 
Aurora Borealis .api^ears in its greatest 
siilendiu in tho depth of winter, when 
tlie sun ir totally absent from tho North. 
W hy cannot the Aurora be an emanation 
from this interior world ! It is tho simp- 
lest explanation certainly. 

We may legitimately Impo that the ex- 
plorations now being niado by so many 
governments will revcil a country in the 
Polar legion inhabited and cultivated. 
There is nothing impoasible about it. —

Taking tho steamer Alexander one tine 
morning a few days ago we soon found 
ourselves out in the Royal Roads making 
for tho barque C. 0. Whetmore, which, 
after getting her anchor off the bottom, 
was duly taken in tow. H. M. S. King- 
fisher was also out for an airing from 
F^^sipiimalt, and amusing herself with 
slowly uiaiioiuvring along the western 
shore. Every now and then a silent 
amoko wreath issued from her hull, and 
rising into tho air was soon followed, as 
the sound wave reached us, by the boom 
of hea'k'y guna, as she sailed firing shot 
or shell. Then she altered her course 
and opened fire a short distance from us 
from the Nordenfeldt gun in hor main- 
top, making the water fairly bristle with 
her iron hail, with which she coYered a 
floating target. She then steamed slowly 
across our bows, her after deck crowded 
with bluejackets in white, varied by the 
uiiifonns of the otlicers. The gun came 
down from the maintop 'uy tho run, and 
we steamed ahead with our tow, thankful 
we were not Egyptians, but only harm- 
less people bound for Departnra Bay. 

Soon tho Alexander entered Haro 
Straits, and, taking the inside pa.ssage, 
threaded her way among tho islands, nu- 
merous docks of wild ducks resting on the 
water here and there by the swampy 
shores, until Dodds Narrow, ' witli its 
towering bhilfand picturesquoscenory,was 
entered and passed through, and soon the 
Gulf of Georgia opened its bread expanse. 
Darkness shortly overtook ns, tlio moon 
rose, thick volumes of smoke issued from 
the funnels, and the C. O. Whetmore fid- 
lowed us like a phantiun ship, until the 
lights of Departure Bay annouiicod the 
journey's end. Leaving the barque to 
drop her anchor, the Alexander went 
aloiigsiile the wharf soon after 1 1 p. m. , 
and the passengers ended thiMr pleasant 
trip.
